Mr. Downes' subject will he 
'The Critic, the Artist and the 
Public", rind the lecture will bo 
«M'en lu the public. 

Horn in Evanstown, 111., Mr. 
Downes graduated from the Nat- 
ional Conservatory of Music In 
1890. Ho has studied piano and 
theory In Boston with Carl Ilaer 
inann, Homer Norrls, John P. 
Marshall and Clifford Hellman. Ho 
furthered his studies In music his- 
tory and analysis with Dr. Louis 
Kelterborn. 
. For some time he was a music 
Instructor at Boston University, 
Harvard University Summei 
School and the Chautauqua Instit- 
ute. He served as music critic on 
the Boston Post, and slnco 1924 
bus been senior music critic on 
the New York Times, 

Mr. Downes has been given 
'.many honorary degrees, including 
tho Doctorato of Music from the 
Cincinnati Conservatory of Music 
In 1909. In 1937 ho was awarded 
the Order of Commander of the 
White Koso by tho Government 
of Finland for services to Finnish 
music through his studies and 
writings on Jean Sibelius. In 1952 
he was named Chevalier de la Le- 
gion d'Honneur by tho Govern- 
ment or France In recognition of 
his services to French music.

The Civil Service Commission 
has announced openings positions 
of Foreign Service Officers Grade 
I, for either Hie Department of 
External Affairs or the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Comerce, and 
Junior Administrative Officers for 
other Departments. 

Candidates for the post of For- 
eign Service Officer must have 
resided in Canada for ten years, 
must be below the age of 31 as 
of June 1, 1964 and must have 
graduated from a university of 
recognised standing. 

The work In the Department 
of External Affairs will entail pol- 
itical, economic nnd consular dut- 
ies associated with the dissemin- 
ation abroad of Information ab- 
out Canada.

By a recent motion of the SEC, a new system lias been adopted for the Students* 
Society Awards. 

Tbe main effects of the change will he to reduce the number of these awards, and > 
jto replace the three classes of Awards with a single award. 87 students were given 
1 Gold, Silver and Bronze awards at the end of last year. Under the new system, an approx- 
imate limit of 25 awards has been set, with up to thirty honourable mentions. 

The motion also stresses that these awards shall be given on the basis of "execufc- 
j ive ability, and not merely the amount of work done or the position held. 

The single students' Society award is to consist of "a citation, and a suitable token, 
jsuch as a pewter beer mug, as the SEC deems fit and proper." Under the ""old system, 
I pewter beer mugs had been given for. the Gold Awards, silver ashtrays for the Silver \ 
j Awards, and a certificate for the Bronze. 

Another new feature Is the all* 
pulation that no student shall be 
eligible for more than one award, 
although an additional citation 
tuny be given for services carried 
out after the year of his award. 
Awards are also being restricted 
now to students who Iwvo com- 
pleted two full sessions lu a uni» 
vcrsity course. 

Tho motion was prepared by 
the Awards Investigation Com- 
mittee, consisting of Peter Slater 
(Arts & Science) and Jerome 
Smythe (Law), which mnde ex- 
tensive inquiries regarding awards 
systems at other universities in 
Canada and tho United StntoB. 
Most or these, they found, made, 
fewer awards than McGill. Many 
of I hem restricted awards to grad- 
uating students.

The McGill blood donors clinic 
had a distinguished quest last Fri- 
day. Ills Excellency, Tho Right 
Honorable Vincent Massoy, the 
Governor General of Canada, 
visited the Physical Sciences Cent- 
re basement shortly after opening 
"Meet McGIII-1953". 

Dean Solin, head of the faculty 




of Arts and Science, established S 
now "First". His contribution was 
tho first pint of straight blood In 
Canada to bo used for the pro- 
duction of Gamma Globulin. This 
fluid has an Important part to 
play In the research ot polio. 

There is still much discussion 
as to which mon's fraternity has 
donated the most blood. Five fra- 
ternities hnvo each given 100% 
contribution. Much confusion has 
arisen, however, slnco some 
Houses had Alumni and Pledgees 
also donating blood. 

Many students have waited in 
vain at Jnmes McGlll's tomb yes- 
terday noon. The losing faculty 
loaders were supposed to have 
paradod around tho tomb from 
.1 p.m . to 2 p.m. bearing signs on 
their backs and chests, no smaller 
than two feet by three foot. Theso 
signs were to hnvo said that tho 
winning faculty Is by far the best 
faculty on the campus. 

Tho engineers have objected to 
tho method used in totnling the • 
results. It appears that the school 
of Architecture was Included In 
the faculty of Engineering In tho 
blood computations. The Engine- 
ers say that they should be total- 
led us separule schools. They point 
out that the School of Commorco 
Is counted separately from the 
faculty of Arts and Science, oven 
though tho former is officially • 
part of that faculty. 

The ownership of Bloody Mnry 
Is still In dispute According to 
tho present figures, Arts and 
Science gave 1S.S% while the- . 
Engineers closely followod with 
48.4%. In totnl number of pints, 
the Engineers donated 578, while 
Arts nnd Science gave 5ti8. All In 
all tho results were very closa.

Dear Sir, 

It has como to our notice that, through an 
unfortunate misunderstanding, there has been a 
serious error made lu tho aclculallon of thij 
Blood Donor Campaign scores. When tho Engin- 
eers agreed to tho rules between Commerce, 
Arts and Science and ourselves, we were unaware 
that the donations of tho School of Architecture 
were being thrown In with tlioso of the En- 
gineers. 

Properly, they should not be. Tho Architects 
have a building and an Undergraduuto Society 
of tholr own and have very Httlo to do with tho 
Engineers.

Wo would like to protest the method used 
for figuring out tho percentage of blood donors 
in the faculties. Nono of the undergraduate stu- 
dent societies seems to want to tako Into con- 
sideration a very important reason for the low 
percentage of donors lu some faculties viz: 'All 
donors must bo between tho ages of 18 and G5. 

Although this rule would not exclude any 
students In Medicine or Law, and would excludo 
only a small percentage of engineers (Engineer- 
ing Is a five-year course), It would probably ex- 
cludo about three quarters of the frosh lu Arl3 
and Science, and about ono third of the sopho- 
mores. We are all affected by this rulo In our 
first year. 

Therefore, we propose, that In determining 
faculty percentages, tho percentages should bo of 
eligible donors. (Students' ages can bo obtained 
at the Beglstrar's office.) We aro suro that tho 
results would put a different light on the whole 
competition.

For a long tlmo this sport 
remained confined to Japan, 
but in tho last hundred years 
it has become known in Europe 
nnd America. The modern ver- 
sion, known ns Judo, incnnlng: 
the way of gentleness, was de- 
veloped by Dr. Jlgoro Kano as 
n recréât lonal sport. It is dis- 
tinguished from tho older ver- 
sion, "jnljlt.su", which alms to 
kill or cripple tho opponent. 
In medieval Japan, friendly 
JuiJItsu matches often ended in 
tho funeral of tho loser. Judo Is 
moro refined, and Is much safer 
than football or hockey. 

Ability in Judo is Indicated* 
by tho color of the belt. Stud- 
ents begin nt white, then pro- 
ceed through yellow, orange, 
Krcen, blue and brown. There 
nro it few local variations In 
color, but the basic idea is tho 
same. 

Qualified tcachors wear n black 
bolt, divided Into ten "dan". Pro- 
motions from ono dan to another 
aro so difficult to obtain that 
holders of seventh dan and up 
aro usually old men. This does 
not hinder them, for many pract- 
Ico regularly when over 70. 
Judo is comparatively new 
nt McGill, and, it wns only this 
year Hint tho Club felt strong 
enough to enter a team in tho

Although handicapped by Inex- 
perience, tho team did fairly 
well In Its first serious trial.

la unwieldy or not. While this lenorauco may 
largely he duo to tho SEC's avorslon to publicity, 
Ignorauco Ib never admlHRlblo hu h .unpin (or 
candid discussion. 

2. Far from being unwieldy, the SEC often 
has a hard tlmo persuading Its mombors to carry 
on Un dully business. On tho council there are 
several departments — such as Theatrics, Publica- 
tions, Elections, Finance — much as there arc 
cabinet portfolios in Parliament, and there aro 

i many special committees much like Royal Com- 
missions. Terhnps It Is significant that wlillo 
both roprosoutatlves from Arts and Science hold 
chairmanships of departments, tho representative 
from Engineering was too busy to accept such 
responsibility. Tho council at present contains u 
good bnlanco between tho more detached and 
mature mon from the graduate faculties and the 
less prooccupled and moro available represent- 
atives from tho truly undorgi.iduato faculties. 
It would bo ridiculous to assort that fifteen Is 
too largo a number to guard over our vested 
Interests of $130,000. 

3. Two other spokesmen have already pointed 
out tho heterogeneous naturo of AArts and 
Science. Under the ono administrative roof it 
combines not only two faculties but dozens of 
quite distinct departments. it is dishonest to 
maintain that Arts «nd Science is tho same as 

• otbor faculties when It Is obvious that Its stud- 
Ants have never had the community of nurjiutni 
' In relation to their future or tho community of 
Interests In relation to their present studies so 
apparent In Law, Medicine, Theology or en- 
gineering. It would bo Just ns reasonable to 



ubollBh tho representation from Architecture as 
it would bo to adopt tho Engineers' nuggostlou. 
Indeed, I believe it fair to say that tho represent- 
atives from Arts and Science hnvo uover du- 
plicated the representation of their electors — 
particularly slnco the custom grow of electing 
ono male and one female representative; 

i. Tho EnginceiH buvo onto moro fulled to 
recognizo that representation to tho SEC has 
never boon based on population. Were 1 con- 
vinced that a council consisting ol fourteen En- 
gineers and one other nhould be tho best for our 
Studonts' Society, then 1 should support It. Ah 
It Is, I feel that tho present method of selecting 
tho council provides us with a good sounding 
board or cumpus-wldo opinion, a compact govern- 
ing board* for campus administration and a 
balanced oxocutlvo board from which tho Pres- 
ident can draw both maturo Judgment and ability 
to spend tlmo on a thorough Job. 

. I think it Is time that that tho elected and 
the electors ceased kow-towing to tho Engineers 
simply us Engineers on this campus. Many of 
them nro my best friends und many of them 1 
have known who would work for our student 
community had they tho time. Wo cannot sit idly 
by wlillo their muddlox-hcudod motion gots rail- 
roaded through on the, strength of their faculty 
spirit as opposed to their campus spirit. It this 
is Indued a matter of principle let us huvo the 
principle clearly slated, for at present I can 
only see tho contradictions implied by this at- 
tempt to decroaso tho efficiency of our Students' x 
Hocloty.

Mr. Heath: Advocâtus Diabo.i 



Dear Sir: 

It seems that .Mr. Heath hns deliberately 
takon upon himself the role of udvocntus dlaboll 
against the ballet in his article "Ballet— a Study 
of Perversion". Trusting that he does not really 
hold to the opinions ho expresses, I Join Issue 
With him to keep others from being perverted 
by his argument. 

It would appear that Mr. Heath has certainly 
boon living In an Ivory Towor ub far as ballet 
Is concerned. Last woek-end he was gracious 
enough to descond from his Tower and attend 
one of tho performances of tho Sadler's Wells 
Ballet at tho Forum. Basing his arguments on 
this ono experience, ho then wrote a scathing 
attack on ballet in general. 

Tho immediate effect of Mr. Heath's pseudo- 
erudite argument was quite breathtaking. But as 
soon as tho reader had struggled through tho 
mozo of fine-sounding words and phrases ho 
realized that he knows nothing whatever about 
ballet. 

One would think that those who know no- 
thing about a subject would bo modest enough 
to spare the rest of the world tho pain of listen- 
ing to their opinions. But alas, such 1b not tho 
case. Mr. Heath writes his article, with moro 
bravado than accuracy, and blunders along In his 
lgnornnco with mlsconcoptlon after ralsconcopt- 
lon, 

Mr. Hoath made some categorical statements 
which were nothing short of pathetic. For ex- 
ample: "Themes become fairy-tales." He doesn't 
know that tho fairy-tale comes first, and that a 
composer then writes the ballet-music to suit 
tho story (e.g. "The Sleeping Beauty"). And 
again: "Music Is hacked to fit the gymnastics." 
He doesn't bnow that a man called a choreo- 
grapher designs tho motions which will be danced 
In tlmo to, and in harmony with, tho music which 
the composer has first written. And again: "The 
ballerina Is deified." He doesn't seem to realize. 



that the ballerina is deified for her dancing no 
more than Is Marilyn Monroe for lier figure or 
Helen Hayes for hor acting. 

Mr. Heath's article Is really a very clover 
ploco of sophism. Tho argument itself Is well 
dovoloped, but it rests on an original fallacy. 
This fallacy Is tho result of Mr. Heath's opinion 
of what constitutes emotion. If art does not rc- 
uulro emotional expression, then Mr. Heath 
brudgliigly und reservedly admits that ballet Is 
art. But ho believes that art does require emo- 
tional expression; ballet, in his opinion, is stilted 
and artificial, and therefore It Is not art. 

Mr. Heath seems to be ono of tlioso for whom 
emotion means sentlmcntallsm, anger, Jealousy, 
or some other obvious human feeling. Ho himself 
is ovidentiy not very nestlietlc, for ho doesn't 
realize that emotion can bo an oxcltcd mental 
stato (Concise Oxford Diet.) aesthetically, and, 
not only "an excited mental stato" romantically 
or sentimentally. It is to bo excited aesthetically 
that a balletomane goes to the ballot land not to 
attompt a "Freudian Interpretation", which Is 
what Mr. Heath scoma to havo done). But the 
Oxford Dictionary defines art as "human skill as 
opposed to naturo; skilful execution ns an ob- 
ject in Itself". In tho light of this definition 
ballet Is art in ont of its purest forms, and emo- 
tion Is not an essential factor. 

I venture to suggest, Mr. Health, that It Is 
not "safe to conclude that It art is a representa- 
tion of tho emotions, then ballet, with Its stilted 
Imagery, Is not art." This, I believe, Is unsafe, 
because ballet docs make an appeal to one's 
aesthetic feelings or emotions. And it art is not 
a representation of the emotions, then ballet Is 
still an art, becauso It Is a "human skill" and a 
"skilful execution." And this Is the case, Mr. 
Heath, no matter to what Interpretation you wish 
to porvert the definitions or art and emotion.

Delicate Satire 



Dear Sir, 

It is the sorry plight of tho writer of satire 
that ho Is sometimes taken too literally. Often 
an attempt at ironic exagération Is read as a 
scrioUB discussion. For example, Swift's Mwlu-t 
Proposal that the Irish poor solve their problems 
by selling their babies to bo oaten by gourmets 
led to bitter protest by those who misread tlw 
author's intentions. 

This Is obviously the easo with Mr. Heath's 
Ivory Tower article on Ballet. Since some stu- 
dents may havo beeu mislead by his apparent 
■Incorlly, may I offer a Tew words of explana- 
tion. ' 

Mr. Heath proposes that it a definition of 
art includes tho notion that art Is a portrayal 
of emotional experience, then 'all the cHorta of 
ballet . , . have come to nothing'. 'Ballets.' ho 
thunders in mock indignation 'are not art but 
trash'. 

To limit our definition of art to the portrayal 
of emotional experience is to circumscribe it with 
far too narrow bounds. Art involves communica- 



tion on all levels, and much art Is designed not 
merely to portray omotlons, but to create them. 
To produce un effect of, for example, sorrow, 
we need not show someone sorrowing. The aud- 
ienco may bo led to weep at tho sight of a stage 
full of happy people, or to laugh at a man in 
evident agony' (Chaplin, for Instance). 

Art attempts to affect its audience, and the 
effect desired may bo that of cutertalnoment. 
Fairy tales can bo enjoyed by nnyono who is not 
too Jealously conscious of Ills adult 'dignitude 
(?)'. 

It Is in his Implication that ballet is incap- 
able ol portraying emotional experience that Mr. 
Heath's satlro approaches a dangerous pitfall. 
He forgets that many readers will not rendlly 
call to mind the innumerable counter-examples, 
such as Giselle which has somothlng valid to say 
about blighted love, which Is not said In quite 
this way In any otlier art form. 

But enough. The casual reader' may now re- 
turn to Thursday's Ivory Tower and appreciate 
its delicate humour to tho fullest.
